ALLIES’ VICTORIOUS OFFENSIVE
FAR REACHING IN POTENTIALITIES

Too Early to Estimate Value of Gains, Expert Says,
but Germans Have Overestimated Staying Powers in
West—Effect on East and Bulgaria
